often wiſh'd that every Miniſter would 
take the trouble of directing the 
Choice of proper Pſalms; or rather, 
that they would once for all fix and 
eſtabliſh a Courſe of Pſalms, to be gi- 
ven out and ſung in their Order.

If what I have ſaid under this 
Head concerning Pſalmody, and the 
Qualifications of Pariſh-Clerks, ſhall 
be thought Points too Little to be 
taken notice of; let it be remember'd, 
that nothing can be cald Little, 
which conduces in any degree to ſo.
